Each day, she will only be able to eat what 
is in her ‘ration pack’, which consists of 
420g of rice, 170g of lentils, 85g of dried 
chickpeas, 120g of tinned sardines, 400g of 
tinned kidney beans and 330ml of vegetable 
oil.

TO CLASSROOM 


Schools are back amid Covid concerns

IT’S been a long wait but pupils have finally 
returned to classrooms across West Lancashire. 

The new term for schools managed by Lancashire 
County Council began yesterday (Tuesday, September 
1), when youngsters from all year groups returned to 
their primary and secondary schools. 

Although this is the date given by the county coun- 
cil, schools could reopen on different dates this week. 

Some pupils have been taught in school during lock- 
down, including those who are the children of key 
workers, but the vast majority have not been in the 
classroom since March. 

The government announced last week that second- 
ary pupils will have to wear face coverings in school 
corridors if their local area is put back into lockdown 
restrictions. Headteachers in any secondary school 
will also have the ‘flexibility’ to introduce masks in 
their schools. 

Schools will look and feel differ- 
ent when the new term starts 
because of some of the measures 
that have been put in place to man- 
age the risks that remain from 
coronavirus. Arrangements include 
an enhanced cleaning programme, 
additional signage and one-way

systems where necessary. The implementation of the 
new requirements relating to regular handwashing, 
hand sanitising and social distancing between staff 
and pupils will continue to be followed. 

These requirements, say health experts, provide the 
best protection against infection from COVID-19. 
Staff will be adhering to these themselves and ensur- 
ing that pupils do the same. 

Every school across the borough has carried out 
comprehensive health and safety risk assessments as 
part of their planning for the return of pupils to make 
sure that everyone is safe in school. 

Children and young people across all ages and 
stages will be required to remain within specified 
groups at all times and safe distancing expectations 
will apply in specific situations whilst within the edu- 
cation establishment and when travelling to and from 
schools or settings. 

Robust contingency plans are in place should there 
be a national or local outbreak of the virus. 

County Councillor Phillippa Williamson, cabinet 
member for children, young people 
and schools, said: “I would like to 
personally thank parents for their 
patience, understanding and cooper- 
ation during what has certainly been 
an incredibly difficult and unpreced- 
ented time.

‘Community wants to 
know when it will 
return’ says councillor

CONCERNS have been raised about the 
continued closure of the overnight 
children’s accident and emergency 
facilities at Ormskirk Hospital. 

Since the virus outbreak, Southport & 
Ormskirk Hospital NHS Trust has been 
forced into making changes to opening 
hours across different wards and depart- 
ments and, at the moment, the children’s 
A&E is closed between 10pm to 8am. 

Southport councillor Pat Keith is worried 
that if children need overnight A&E treat- 
ment, they will have to travel to Alder Hey 
Children’s Hospital in Liverpool, which is 
roughly an 18 to 20 mile drive from Orm- 
skirk Hospital. 

She said: “It is very worrying that there 
is no date set for the reopening of this cru- 
cial overnight children’s department. 

“What this means at the moment is that 
a child requiring overnight A&E treatment 
either has to be driven by the family to 
Alder Hey, which can mean a 40 mile or so 
round trip — or be taken there by ambu- 
Either way precious time can be 

ost. 

“I fully understand the stresses and 
strains placed on the NHS during the pan- 
demic and I am the last person to criticise

how they have responded. But the provi- 
sion of overnight children’s A&E facilities 
is hugely important and I think the whole 
community would like some information 
on when this would return.” 

A spokesperson for the hospital trust 
said: “The children’s accident and emer- 
gency department at Ormskirk hospital 
temporarily closed between 10pm and 
8am daily from Monday, April 6. 

“This difficult decision was taken 
because the Trust could not maintain safe 
and consistent emergency medical cover 
overnight while the focus of our staff was 
on Covid-19. 

“Although the number of Covid cases has

fallen, the effects of the virus continue to 
disrupt the work of our clinical teams 
serving Southport and Ormskirk hospitals. 
We also need to be able to respond quickly 
to any increase in hospital cases. 

“The Trust keeps the temporary closure 
of the department under constant review 
with the support of NHS partners. In all 
other respects, children’s A&E continues to 
operate normally. 

“Parents who need urgent medical 
advice overnight should seek advice from 
NHS 111. In an emergency, always call 
999. Ambulance patients are taken dir- 
ectly to Alder Hey children’s hospital in 
Liverpool.”

THE draining of a water-filled 
quarry in Appley Bridge, which is 
considered dangerous to 
swimmers, has edged closer. 

East Quarry, which is regularly used 
for recreational use whenever there is 
hot weather, looks set to be drained of 
its water by site owners Maybrook 
Developments. 

There have been a number of deaths 
and serious injuries over the years 
and local authorities have consist- 
ently warned people it is not safe to 
swim in the quarry. 

Last week MP Rosie Cooper was told 
by the Environment Agency that the 
final hurdle to Maybrook’s planned 
draining of East Quarry is the grant- 
ing of an ‘abstraction licence’. 

Wigan Council have told Maybrook 
to discharge the water into the nearby 
manhole and not the existing pipes, 
so that the risk of flooding to the 
properties on Millbank is reduced. In 
order to undertake this action, May- 
brook will need to apply for an 
abstraction licence, which is admin- 
istered through the Environment

Firefighters tackle blaze 
at former college building 


FIREFIGHTERS were called out to tackle a fire at 
the former West Lansashire College building in 
Skelmersdale. 

Emergency services were sent to the empty West- 
bank campus site, on Yewdale, at around 6.45pm on 
Monday, August 24 to reports of a blaze. 

It is believed the fire was started deliberately and 
Lancashire Fire and Rescue Service say the “cause of 
the fire is under investigation". 

Firefighters used four breathing apparatus and a 
hose reel to extinguish the fire. There were no repor- 
ted injuries. 

The Champion reported last week how Lancashire 
County Council are hopeful of demolishing the 
former college in the coming weeks after years of 
complaints from local residents of trespassing and 
the building becoming an eyesore. 

West Lancashire MP Rosie Cooper said: “Only this 
month I received confirmation that the buildings are 
set to be demolished but here we have yet another 
arson attack on the former West Lancashire College 
buildings on Yewdale. 

“Ihave long called for these buildings to be demol- 
ished as they continue to attract trespassers and 
arsonists, posing a real risk to local Skelmersdale 
residents and firefighters. 

“Now that Lancashire County Council have 
approved the acquisition of the former West Lan- 
cashireCollege buildings, I have asked the Chief 
Executive to get these buildings demolished 
quickly.” 
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County councillor claims 
£13-a-day for self-isolating 
workers is a ‘disgrace’ and 
more support is needed 


A COUNTY councillor from 
Skelmersdale has hit out at the £13 
per day government measure 
announced last week for workers 
on low incomes who have to self- 
isolate. 

It was revealed on Thursday, 
August 27 that workers on low 
wages in parts of England where 
there are high rates of coronavirus 
will be able to claim up to £182 if they have to 
self-isolate. 

Those who claim Universal Credit or Working 
Tax Credit and cannot work from home will be 
able to get the money - equal to £13 a day. 

The benefit will be trialled in parts of north-west 
England first. 

County Councillor Julie Gibson, who is the 
Shadow Cabinet Member for Economic Regenera- 
tion, has described it as a “disgrace” because she 
believes it is not enough support. 

Critics of the government measure claim the £13 
a day "goes nowhere near far enough", and there 
are calls for people to get their full pay. 

Cllr Gibson said: “This amount is a disgrace. 
Every worker should have the right to decent sick 
pay and should not fear falling into debt if they 
have to self isolate. 

“ Back in June I called on the government to do 
two things — the first was to extend sick pay to 
cover all workers, and to raise it to the level of the 
real Living Wage, £320 per week. 

“The second was to retain the income support

scheme as a source of financial 
support for those self-employed 
workers who are forced to self-isol- 
ate. 

“What we have here is a piece- 
meal attempt by the government to 
try and cover up for the fact that 
they have never had a proper 
strategy to deal with the effect of 
the virus on people who, through 
no fault of their own, are forced to 
self isolate. 

“The current rate of statutory sick 
pay is £96, these payments will 
push that level up to £182 but this is still nowhere 
near enough for people to live on; it is also 
important to remember that over two million 
workers in the UK are not covered by sick pay, so 
they will not qualify for anything. 

“It is enough of a shock to receive news that you 
have coronavirus symptoms; to then find out that 
by self-isolating you could be financially worse off 
is a double blow and one that could potentially 
plunge many people into poverty. 

“I urge the government to re-think this strategy 
and not to add a financial burden to individuals 
and families who are forced to self-isolate at this 
already stressful time.” 

Health Secretary Matt Hancock said the aim of 
the scheme was to get money to people quickly - 
at the start of their isolation "rather than after- 
wards". 

The government said checks will be undertaken 
to make sure people who apply are unable to 
work from home. The payment will not reduce 
any other benefits that a person may already 
receive. 
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Headteacher tells off 
county council over 
‘lack of action’ to 
tackle flooding issue

AN Ormskirk headteacher claims 
pupils at Aughton Town Green Primary 
School are being “let down” by 
Lancashire County Council over 
flooding issues. 

Head Nick Huxley initially contacted 
MP Rosie Cooper in February 
following Storm Ciara when 
the school was almost com- 
pletely inaccessible due to a 
“river of water” stopping 
people entering through the 
school gates. 

On that occasion, the school 
was forced to close at short 
notice leaving children without 
education and parents strug- 
gling to arrange childcare and 
alternative arrangements. 

Despite Mr Huxley meeting with mem- 
bers of the county council at the start of 
the year, there has been no progress on 
resolving the issue. 

He said: “I really appreciate the support 
of Rosie Cooper MP with regards to our 
flooding issues and she describes the his- 
toric nature of the problem very well; but 
ultimately someone from the council 
must take action to solve the problem! 

“Our school has had flood water in 
classes on four separate occasions this 
year alone. It is very clear that the floods 
are a result of a water course that is not fit 
for purpose along Town Green Lane, not 
on school grounds! Blockages then result 
in an archaic culvert spewing water onto 
school premises which then leads to 
flooding. 


Let down 


“Town Green Primary is a wonderful 
school with fantastic children and a sup- 
portive community. Our children love 
their school and get the very best educa- 
tion; however they are being let down by

Lancashire County Coun- 
cil with this one issue. 

“Town Green Primary 
School opens this week 
having been closed to the majority of our 
children since the start of the lockdown in 
March. Our staff have been working 
incredibly hard through the summer holi- 
days to ensure we are safe to open for all 
pupils. It is ridiculous to think that 
another significant storm could cause us 
to shut the school again in a period when 
our children and parents need their 
school more than ever! 

“My request is simple: stop the flooding 
of Aughton Town Green Primary School 
and allow our children to have the educa- 
tion they deserve!” 

MP Cooper remains frustrated with Lan- 
cashire County Council’s failure to act and 
resolve this issue, with the school and sur- 
rounding area experiencing further 
flooding this month. 

MP Cooper said: “It is unacceptable that 
Aughton Town Green School and local 
residents have to put up with this flooding 
despite Lancashire County Council having 
been fully aware of the flooding issues 
here since at least February, and Mr Hux- 
ley describing it as a ‘historic problem’. 

“Lancashire County Council are both the

Local Lead Flood Authority and the Local 
Education Authority, this is for them to 
sort out, and they should sort it out 
quickly. 

“Expecting the school to be able to 
stump up thousands of pounds in flood 
surveys, investigations and defences is 
simply ridiculous. They have already 
spent over £10,000 trying to resolve this 
themselves — any money they spend must 
come from budgets which should be used 
for children and their education. 

“LCC tell me they believe there are 
issues upstream of the school so they 
need to get on and sort that out immedi- 
ately. 

“The school meanwhile believes the 
problem may be further down Town 
Green Lane as the water appears to back 
up there all the way to the school exacer- 
bating the situation - LCC and United 
Utilites need to assess the gullies and 
sewer network here urgently. 

“As we are approaching the start of the 
new school year for pupils and winter for 
local residents, it is vital that these issues 
are resolved once and for all to avoid my 
constituents having a wet cold winter and 
children having to miss more of their edu- 
cation. No more delays can be 
acceptable!” 
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‘Defects’ found in local 
drainage system blamed 
after tests are carried out 


LANCASHIRE County Council has 
responded to concerns raised by 
staff at Aughton Green Primary 
School about flooding by carrying 
out an investigation into the local 
drainage system, which they say 
has found ‘defects’ that will need 
repair work. 

Following the complaints made 
by headteacher Nick Huxley, the 
county council has completed the 
first stage of an investigation’, 
which has found problems. 

They hope repair work will now 
“improve the overall effective- 
ness’ of the drainage system and 
help reduce the possibility of 
future flooding at the primary 
school. 

Rachel Crompton, flood risk 
manager for Lancashire County 
Council, said: “The flooding which 
has affected Aughton and the 
wider surrounding area this year 
is due to heavy and sustained 
rainfall events which local drain- 
age networks were never designed 
to cope with, but which are 
becoming part of our new normal 
as the UK climate changes. 


Investigation 


“We have completed the first 
stage of our investigation into the 
flooding issues affecting Aughton 
Town Green Primary School by 
carrying out a survey of the local 
drainage system. 

“This has identified a number of 


defects which, once repaired, will 
improve the overall effectiveness 
of the system and help to mitigate 
future flooding but are not alone 
the cause of recent flooding, 
which is due to a bigger issue with 
capacity of local drainage sys- 
tems. 

“Some of these defects are on 
privately owned infrastructure 
and will require engagement with 
the owners in order to progress 
repairs. 

“We are still working to com- 
plete complex investigations into 
the causes of the serious flooding 
in February in order to publish a 
report which will serve as the 
basis for further local investiga- 
tions to identify where viable 
projects may be developed, and 
grant funding secured, to mitigate 
future flooding.” 

The Champion has reported in 
recent weeks how parts of West 
Lancashire have been hit particu- 
larly hard by flooding issues 
following recent bad weather. 

In parts of Tarleton and 
Burscough, some homes were 
flooded and residents had to leave 
their houses. 

It also affected farmland, with 
farmers claiming it ruined crops. 

Lancashire County Council said 
at the time that prolonged heavy 
rainfall caused widespread sur- 
face water flooding due to the 
volume of water overwhelming 
local drainage systems. 
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Residents asked to submit ‘lockdown experiences’ 
so future generations can learn about pandemic 


WEST Lancashire residents are being asked to share 
their personal experiences of lockdown so that 
future generations can understand the impact of 
Covid-19. 

It is a campaign by Lancashire County Council and 
so far they have received diaries, photographs and 
drawings, cartoons and handprints from local resid- 
ents. 

These entries will form part of the new collection 
that is being created as an educational tool for future 
generations who want to learn about the pandemic. 

The council's Archives Service is keen to include as 
many of people's personal experiences as possible in 
the collection, and is reminding residents that they 
can still send in their entries to show how their life 
has changed. 

Submissions can include artwork, sketches, stories, 
poems, sound recordings, short video recordings or 
photographs about what is different now and how 
this makes them feel. 

County Councillor Peter Buckley, Lancashire 
County Council's cabinet member for community and 
cultural services, said: “As the coronavirus pandemic 


continues, we think that it is important to carry on 
creating a lasting memory of this very challenging 
time, and we are reminding people that they can still 
share their stories with us. 

“We have had an incredible response so far, and I 
would like to thank everyone for this. The response 
has been from all age-groups, and this is really pleas- 
ing. 

“People have been so creative during these difficult 
times, and I think that it is important to record this 
social history for future generations. 

“I'd like to encourage people to continue sharing 
their daily diary, or their feelings and thoughts 
expressed about a single day or event in prose or a 
poem. Residents can also share a recording, video or 
photograph about what life has been like at home, 
work or where they live in lockdown.”

Police launch investigation into incident, but 
don’t believe any other vehicle was involved 
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Volunteers welcome the Mayor of West Lancashire during an event held before social

AN APPEAL has been 
launched for witnesses after 
a cyclist came off his bike 
and suffered life- 
threatening head injuries in 
Skelmersdale.

The incident occurred at 
around 1.30pm on Monday, 
August 31 on Tanhouse Road, 
at the junction with 
Elmstead. 

The cyclist - a 42-year-old 
man from Burscough - was 
riding along the road when he 
came off his Dawes mountain 
bike. 

He was taken to hospital by 
ambulance and is now 
described as having suffered 
serious, possibly life-threaten- 
ing, head injuries. 

The road was closed for 
three hours while specialist 
collision investigators atten- 
ded the scene. 

At this time, Lancashire Con- 
stabulary officers do not 
believe any other vehicles 
were involved, however they 
would like to hear from any- 
body who saw what happened

or saw the cyclist in the 
moments before. 

Sgt Tracey Ward, of the Lan- 
cashire Police TacOps Team, 
said: “The cyclist has come off 
his bike while riding along 
Tanhouse Road and in the 
process has suffered 
extremely serious injuries. He 
remains in hospital and our 
thoughts are very much with 
him. 

“Although we do not believe 
any other vehicles were 
involved, we are still trying to 


piece together exactly what 
led to the incident. 

“Maybe you saw what 
happened, saw the cyclist in 
the moments before or per- 
haps you have dashcam 
footage taken in that area at 
around the same time. 

“Whatever information you 
have, we would urge you to 
get in touch straight away.”

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Dogs have had behaviour changes due to 
lockdown 


Dogs develop 
‘behaviour 
changes’ due 
to lockdown 


DOG owners claim their pets have developed “at 
least one new problem behaviour” during 
lockdown. 

Research from the Dogs Trust claim that 30% of 
dog owners in the north west say the disrupted 
routine brought on by the coronavirus has led to a 
change in behaviour. 

This includes an increase in whining or barking, 
they have become more clingy or seek more atten- 
tion from people. 

Rachel Casey, Director of Canine Behaviour and 
Research at Dogs Trust, said: “Whilst some dogs 
have been happy to have their human family at 
home more, others have been stressed by reduced 
exercise, inability to find a quiet place to rest or no 
contact with other dogs. Our research shows some 
early warning signs that lockdown had a negative 
impact on some dogs’ behaviour. 

‘A big worry for us is what the long-term impact of 
lockdown will have on dogs’ ability to cope when 
left home alone. Dogs that had separation anxiety 
before the lockdown are likely to get worse when 
left again as owners head back to work — but we 
also expect to see new cases developing, because 
other dogs, and particularly puppies, have learnt to 
expect company all day. 

“We could well see a rise in the number of dogs 
A our help or being abandoned because of 
this. 

“Together, with the support of the public, we can 
change the tale. It is much easier to prevent prob- 
lems that treat them, and we would urge people to 
visit our website or Dog School videos on YouTube 
for advice and support to help prevent these prob- 
lem behaviours from developing.” 


Water bills support for 
struggling households 


A MAJOR water provider has changed one of its 
support schemes to help customers who have 
been affected financially by COVID-19. 

United Utilities’ ‘Back on Track’ scheme, 
which reduces water bills for people on low 
incomes and those who receive benefits or tax 
credits, has now been extended to include cus- 
tomers whose income has been impacted by the 
coronavirus. 

Jane Haymes, affordability manager at United 
Utilities, explained: “We’ve updated the criteria 
of our existing Back on Track scheme so that 
these customers can now apply to have their 
water bill reduced to the end of March 2021. 

“We would urge any customer who is strug- 
gling to pay to contact us to see how we can 
help, as there's a wide range of support avail- 
able.”

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Miles of open highways... then 
up pops just a few yards of 
‘protected space’ for cyclists 


I have written previously and others have writ- 
ten since, but Iam compelled to write again after 
another fiasco on our roads. 

I drive through Ormskirk on an almost daily 
basis and frustrated with sitting in Stanley Street 
through several changes of lights whilst waiting 
to turn right into Moor Street, I decided on an 
alternative route through town by turning right 
out of Tower Hill onto Wigan Road, as the 
sequence of lights appears to favour those 
approaching the town centre from that direc- 
tion. 

However, on turning onto Wigan Road from 
Tower Hill, I then joined a queue of traffic and it 
took me 15 minutes to reach the lights on St 
Helens Road - the reason... the pop up cycle 
lane. 

I have yet to see a bike in this lane. I have seen 
cars parked in there, but no bikes. 

Now another of my routes, Yewtree Road, has

As a longstanding transport professional I never 
cease to be amazed by the ongoing use of the cheap 
and nasty ‘spray and chip’ approach to highways 
maintenance on our roads. 

It is an easy way of being seen to cover a lot of 
ground for the money available: at the cost of 
tonnes of loose clippings which represent a skid 
hazard for all wheeled road users, a source of paint 
and windscreen damage to vehicles and a hazard 
to pedestrians (whether the chippings lie station- 
ary on footways or are flying through the air - 
propelled by passing vehicles). 

Add to this the lack of road marking and the cas- 
ual slapping around of the bitumen emulsion and 
you have a mess. 

To cap it all, if you are going to employ this 
approach, it surely makes sense to fill in the 
potholes first! 

‘Spray and chip’ merely seals the road surface, it 
does nothing to extend its structural life. A worn 
out road is a worn out road. It is cheap and nasty. 

Fewer roads properly treated, i.e. scarified and 
reconstructed, would make far more sense and rep- 
resent better value for money. 

The rash of sink holes developing, and being the 
subject of botched repairs, thereby leading to their 
second or third reappearance is also evident - and 
depressing. 

Deal with the problem correctly and get it right 
first time please. This would reduce the overall cost 
and delay to road users. Congestion equals greater 
emissions of particulate matter and damage to 
health. 

Going green means doing the basics right first 
time!

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Campaigners want eviction 
ban extended again due to 
fears over homelessness

CAMPAIGNERS are calling for a ban on 
evictions to be extended further with fears it 
could lead to more homelessness. 

Landlords won't be able to evict tenants in West 
Lancashire until September 20 after the govern- 
ment announced an extension to the 
ban, which was originally due to end in 
August. 

A five month pause on evictions 
brought on by lockdown was due to 
end on August 23, but fears were 
raised that thousands of people in Eng- 
land could lose their homes and the 
government made a last minute U- 
turn. Ai 

Despite the delay, there are still calls to do more 
to stop evictions when the ban is eventually lifted 
on September 20. 

Rick Henderson, Chief Executive of Homeless 
Link, said: “We know that one of the main causes 
of homelessness is an end to a shorthold tenancy. 

“Lifting the ban on evictions will only delay the 
inevitable, resulting in more people living on the 
streets at a time when government has worked 
with the homelessness sector bring people in dur- 
ing the pandemic. 

“We need to see solutions, rather than action 
that bolsters the problems. Extending the evic- 
tions ban to the end of the calendar year, 
providing grants to tenants to cover the cost of 
their housing, and funding holistic support for 
individuals, are all things that government can do 
to prevent an increase in homelessness this winter 
and keep everyone in for good.” 

This has been backed by West Lancashire mem- 
bers of the Liberal Democrat Party. 

Spokesperson Ben Lowe for West Lancs said:

“Families in West Lancashire must be 
protected from homelessness. Instead, 
it seems like the Conservatives are happy to leave 
people to fend for themselves at a time when jobs 
are at risk and people are struggling. 

“People deserve better. These figures are yet fur- 
ther proof the Government must rethink its 
heartless decision.” 

Housing Secretary Robert Jenrick said he was 
"supporting renters over winter" amid the ongoing 
effects of the coronavirus outbreak adding that, 
when the ban was lifted, the most serious cases of 
anti-social behaviour, other crimes, and unpaid 
rent for over a year would be dealt with first. 

However, a landlords’ group described the 
blanket extension as ‘unacceptable’. 

Ben Beadle, chief executive of the National Resid- 
ential Landlords Association, said: “Landlords have 
been left powerless in exercising their legal right to 
deal with significant arrears unrelated to Covid-19, 
anti-social behaviour and extremely disruptive ten- 
ants who make life miserable for their neighbours 
and housemates. Private landlords cannot be 
expected to foot the bill for government failure.”

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Old Roan owners fined 
£16k for letting former 
pub turn into eyesore 
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Report by Tom Martin 


OWNERS of the derelict Old Roan pub 
have been fined just under £16,000 for 
letting the building turn into an 
eyesore. 

The well known Aintree pub, on the 
corner of Ormskirk Road and Copy Lane, 
closed in August 2013 and has remained 
empty ever since. 

There have been many false dawns for 
the building, including plans to reopen it 
as a pub, turn it into shops and most 
recently a Turkish restaurant, with all of 
these proposals failing to materialise. 

The poor state of the pub and its grounds 
have become such an issue for local resid- 
ents that Midlands-based letting agency 
Commercial Realty Ltd, which owns the 
site, was sent a Community Protection 
Notice (CPN) in September last year 
ordering them to carry out remedial 
works within five weeks. 

When the firm failed to take action, it 
led to Sefton Council taking them to court 


Councillors Paula Murphy and Marion

and on Tuesday, August 25 they were 
fined £15,942.41 by magistrates. 

The decision has been welcomed by 
local councillors Paula Murphy and 
Marion Atkinson, who have been pressur- 
ing Commercial Realty to take action. 

Cllr Murphy said: “This is great news 
and sends a message to those owners of 
business properties who think they can 
get away with buying up assets then leav- 
ing them to turn into eyesores for our 
residents and visitors. 

“The process has been a long one but 
with the perseverance of Sefton Council 
Enforcement Team and us as councillors 
we finally have a positive outcome for our 
residents.” 

Councillor Marion Atkinson now wants 
a long term future for the pub and is ask- 
ing the owners to come forward with their 
plans. 

Cllr Atkinson said: “The Old Roan pub 
was my local pub for many years and it 
really annoys me to see it looking the way 
it does, I pass it every day. Unfortunately, 
the Turkish restaurant that was interested 
in the site pulled out and we’ve been left 
with this mess.”

The bathroom is one of the most 
challenging and dangerous places for a 
person living with dementia. 


Dementia can cause someone’s 
perception of danger to steadily diminish 
and the bathroom can become a 
dangerous and confusing place. People 
with dementia are twice as likely to fall 
and these falls result in significantly higher 
mortality rates than for others in the same 
age group. Hazards are numerous and 
include trip points, slippery floors, hot 
water and confusing layouts. What was 
once a comfortable and familiar room can 
become a challenging and sometimes 
frightening place that can cause upset, 
frustration and a reluctance to use the 
bathroom 


What is a dementia-friendly bathroom? 


A dementia-friendly bathroom is one 
where simple but careful consideration of 
design can reduce the barriers that people 
with dementia can face in carrying out 
daily living activities, greatly improving their 
safety and preserving their independence 
for as long as possible. 


Someone with dementia may 
progressively lose safety awareness 

and as a result they will become more 
vulnerable to scalding. Select thermostatic 
taps and showers. Use low surface 
temperature radiators or even better, 
underfloor heating. Don’t leave pipework 
exposed as this can get extremely hot.

Avoid sharp edges on any fixtures in the 
bathroom in case of falls. Remove the 

bath and install a level access shower to 
reduce trip hazards. Include a shower seat 
to reduce the likelihood of falling when 
showering. Choose PET plastic shower 
screens, not glass and consider installing 
under-floor heating only so there is no 
radiator to fall against. Choose shower 
curtains with a breathable fabric to prevent 
suffocation if the person with dementia

Short term memory loss and forgetfulness 
can lead to a risk of flooding.

For flood 
prevention consider using flood-proof 
plugs or don’t provide a plug at all 


Use contrasting colours to clearly define 
the showering and toilet areas so the user 
can Safely and effectively locate and use 
them. The shower curtain and shower 
seat need to be a different and clearly 
contrasting plain colour to the wall behind 
it to make it easy to find the showering 
area. The toilet needs to be a different 
colour to the wall behind it,

V70 was the quick 
police car of my 
childhood years... 


ANYONE else remember an era when almost 
every other police car seemed to be a Volvo V70 
in full ‘Battenburg’ livery? 

Sweden’s go-faster estate — specifically, the V70 T5 
— had everything the boys in blue could have asked 
for at the time. 

The rear load area was voluminous enough to 
swallow all those traffic cones, breathalyser kits and 
all the clobber essential for traffic patrol duties, it 
was comfortable enough for two officers to spend 
vast swathes of their shifts venturing up and down 
various parts of the nation’s motorway network and 
crucially, the instant the blue lights lit up its won- 
derful five-cylinder engine could deploy upwards of 
250bhp, easily enough to rein in a stolen Vauxhall 
Belmont or three. 

In much way that the Vauxhall Senator would 
have been a couple of years earlier — and the Ford 
Granada and Rover SD1 a decade or so before that — 
the V70 was the quick police car of my childhood.

Only it should have been the even more powerful 
and better-balanced BMW M3 Touring — if only the 
chaps in Munich had actually made such a thing at 
the time. 

Now, roughly 25 years on, they’ve finally got 
around to it. They’ve toyed with the idea before, 
creating load-lugging versions of various previous 
M3s, but for whatever reason they’ve always con- 
cluded that going fast and carrying IKEA palletes 
should be the domain of the bigger, faster, and far 
pricier M5. 

BMW’s own press release on the subject is won- 
derfully vague, saying only that it’ll be a bit wider 
than the current 3-Series Touring and that it’ll be 
full of the ‘iconic M DNA which makes it sound like 
it’s been hanging out too much with clubbers at an 
illegal lockdown rave. 

Happily, you can piece together enough from 
what it'll be sharing with the forthcoming M4 to 
assume it'll share its turbocharged straight six, 
good for either 480bhp or 510bhp in Competition 
spec, the option of four-wheel-drive, a six-speed 
manual gearbox and a starting price of somewhere 
around £80k. 

I’m guessing that even with the current pledge to 
increase funding for the nation’s policing, that’s 
going to be a bit steep. 

All of which means that motorway policing is 
going to remain the preserve, of course, of the 
other fast practical kind of BMW - the X5, which 
has been the staple of road traffic officers for at 
least a decade now. 

Inevitably, there’ll be an M-powered version of 
the X5 or X3 that shares the latest M3’s underpin- 
nings, but it’s never going to be as outright quick, 
or as scalpel-sharp through the bends, as the M3 
Touring that the villains themselves are using. 

Sorry, officers. I think you should start asking 
your bosses nicely for an M3 Touring — it is today’s 
Volvo T5. If you're going to spend hours at the 
helm of a big estate car, you might as well make it 
the fastest one money can buy...
